Lockhart begins by pointing ont 
that while to most people Weihai- 
wei is the merest dot upon the 
map, the leased area really covers 
285 square miles, with a population 
of about 150,000, while the con- 
tiguous British sphere of interest 
covers an area of 1,500 square 
miles. That this population is ad- 
ministered by a staff of altogether 
fourteen persons, whose annual 


982] salaries and allowances amount to 


only $40,278, and a native staff cost- 
ing only $7,100 a year, testifies to 
the ease with which the Chinese 
are governed. Mr. Lockhart re- 
marks : “There is in China a saying 
that the art of | ase is to do 
nothing.

churia. The most practical and probably 
the surest way is to enter into a com- 
pact with these outlaws, enlist them in 
the Chinese army, and offer them proper 
pay and due privileges, such as have 
just been done in the war. These men 
‘are brave and hardy, and when they aro 
properly taught and trained, it is no 
puro imagination to think that they may 
in future become the finest and pick- 
ed soldiers under the Chinese fiag.”

“THE COMING . 
REVOLUTION.” 


‘2hth October. 

Tue revolutionary party in Russia, 
says Mr. Carl Joubert in the current 
number of the “Nineteenth Century 
and After,” are “capable of carrying 
all before them.” All that is wanted 
is the word from the Executive Com- 
mittee, 

It should be remembered in read- 
ing this article that our author was 
writing injall probability before the 
events at Liaoyang which made so 
profound an impression in Russia, an 
impression which more recent events 
have still further deepened. He was 
even then of the “confident pan 
that the upheaval is nearer than is 
generally anticipated.” A hundred 
millions of people cannot for ever be 
held in bondage: They will remain 
quiescent only so long as they think 
that the lot of other men is no better 
than their own, but in the case of 
Russia this mental condition is rapid- 
ly being changed, for strict as is the 
censorship and harsh as are the laws 
against the spread of general intel- 
ligence by means of the Press, there 
is a large amount of forbidden liter- 
ature smuggled into the country, 
and knowledge spreads daily. 
Awakening is the natural result. The 
censorship, stern as it is,can only 
delay the “outburst of popular anger 
for a time ab best, indeed if Russian 
character is like that of mankind in 
general, and there is no reason to 
think the contrary, every blacked-out 
column can but stimulate curiosity to 
an almost unbearable extent, and 
thus foster the desire for wider inter- 
course with the outer world which 
the authorities seem so desirous of 
preventing. 

It is often? said, in answer to re~ 
formers of the Kropotkin kind, that 
Russia is not fit for a constitution, 
that the necessary education on which 
constitutional government can alone 
be safely based does not exist. Doubt- 
less this is very largely true. Russia 
is probably the least educated of all 
European States, not even excluding 

riest-ridden Spain. But whose fault 
is it? Nob that of the Russian peo- 
ple, who are keen enough to learn 
all that comes in their way. No; 
the fault lies with those who for ends 
of their own have done everything 
they could to prevent the raising of| 
the masses in any shape or form. 

The result is that many thousands 
ofthe very best men in Russia are 
revolutionists, not necessarily Nihil- 
ists, but opposed to the existing state 
of things and desirous of its reform 
if nothing more. Time was when 
the power of the angry people 
was as that of giant Polyphemus 
in the classical ‘story, misdirect- 








ed, blind; but this is so no longer. 
The revolutionists are organised 
under an Executive Committee of 
twelve, and the ranks of their 
adherents number among them, as we 
have said, large numbers of the best 
people of the country. Officers of| 
the army and navy, even members of' 
the Czar’s government, lawyers, 
doctors, university professors, and 
others of like respectability and res- 
Ponsibility, are known to its chiefs as 

ing ready, when the time comes, to 
cast in their lot with the reformers. 
Many merchants, manufacturers, and 
others engaged in trade, are also 
favourable to reform though for 
sufficient reasons they keep aloof from 
the movement ab present. 

But the most important fact 
brought out by Mr. Joubert is that 
the revolutionists have a hold upon 
the army. An army has ever been 
the staff of tyranny inall ages and all 
lands. If this is to turn to a reed 
then indeed is Czardom nearing its 
end, and that it may be so seems 
likely not only from the facts given 
in the article to which we refer, but 
also from what bas become generally 
known of the methods Russia is 
adopting with her forces just now. 
For example, it has been thought 
desirable to call up reserves for 
service in Manchuria and to keep at 
home the men who were with the 
colours when the war began. The 
reason given is that the reservists 
are much more saturated with revo- 
lutionary ideas than the younger 
men, and that for this reason if they 
are to be trusted with arms ab all ib 
will be safer (for the Russian Goverao- 
ment), that they should be face to face 
with the Japanese. But if our 
author is to be believed, this is 
a policy which cuts both ways. 
He quotes from the letters of two 
Russian soldiers serving in Man- 
churia, and if there is any truth 
at all in what is there said, 
Russia has as good a chance to win 
in Manchuria as Great Britain would 
have had in South Africa had all her 
troops been Lynches. Men refuse to 
fight at all, they retire from import- 
ant positions and their officers are 
unable to prevent them. One officer 
is reported as having blown his own 
brains out in consequence. “It is 
astonishing”, says one, “ how badly 
the naval guoner lays his gun!” 

If this were so two months ago, 
what will it be now? It is easy 
with the light thus given to read 
between the lines of the telegrams 
which tell us of anxiety in St. Peters- 
burg. All these things must be 
known, are known, to the Czar and 
his advisers. On the very day of 
the Plehve assassination there was 
placed in the Czar’s private room 
a sealed letter from the Executive 
Committee, the terrible twelve who 
hold the destinies of Russia in the 
hollow of their hand. And yet noth- 


seen, to stem the rising tide of dis- 
satisfaction. One Gesler is dispatch- 
ed by the maddened Finns. An- 
other takes his place, and in so many 
words soothes down ruffled feelings 
thus: “If your behaviour is in ac- 
cordance with my views of what 
Finnish behaviour ought to be, you 
will rest. in peace; if not, you will 
discover that I have a hard fist!” 

It seems that the Czar is as vari- 
able as a weathercock, holding mo- 
mentarily the opinions of the last 
Minister with whom he has conferred. 
Yet be is an autocrat, and might do 
much, Apparently he does not re- 
cognise to the full the danger he is 
in, It is not Russia that is likely to 
come to harm. There may be terri- 
ble scenes before a new heaven and a 
new earth shall have made a new 
Russia, and the present governing 
class should awake to that fact, but 
for Russia herself the way to a noble 
future probably lies through the 
gates of revolution. 





RUSSIAN 
MEN-OF-WAR 
RUNNING AMOK. 


25th October, 

Tue news of the exploit of the 
Baltic squadron in the North Sea on 
Friday night last, contained in the 
Reuter telegrams which we publish 
thismorning, indicates that the officers 
of this notorious flotilla are as madly 
irresponsible as the commander of 
the torpedo-boat destroyer which 
sank the Hipsing some months ago. 
It has been generally knowo that 
the Russian Admiralty has been at 
its wits’ end t» find officers and men 
for this unique collection of new, 
middle-aged, and antiquated ships; 
and it seems to have swept the 
lunatic asylums of St. Petersburg 
to provide a complement for these 
vessels, It appears that the Baltic 
fleet was passing through the North 
Sea on Friday night when it came 
across a fleet of fifty trawlers, The 
first portion of the fleet passed 
through the fishing-ground without 
any incident appar-ntly ; the remain- 
der first turned their searchlights for 
some time on the fleet, and then 
opened fire on them. The skipper 
and mate of the trawler Crane had 
their heads taken off by a shell, their 
decapitated bodies being brought to 
Hull as evidence of the treatment 
these harmiess British fishing-boats 
received at the hands of the Navy 
of Holy Russia. The boatswain 
and others were wounded, and their 
vessel was sunk, while it is known 
that another trawler was sunk with 
all on The wounded men 
from the Crane were taken on board 
the mission vessel of the North Sea 
Mission which accompanies the 
trawling fleet to sea.

THE RUSSIAN AMOK. 


27th October. 


» Norwine that has come to ligh 
in reference to the cruel outrage 
committed by the Russian Ba!tic 
fl-ct on Siturday morning last has 
altored the conclusion first frm.d 
that it was the result of abject pauic. 
One naturally hesitates to impute 
cowardice to officers, however in- 
competent, bearing the commission 
of a European sovereign, but the 
Russian explanation itself is, Reuter 
tells us, “that there was reason to 
fear a Japanese mine attack.” Even 
the German Press, whose general 
attitude hitherto has been decidedly 
not anti-Russian, realises that the 
Bltic fleet is a disgrace and a danger, 
‘and that to send it out to the Far 
Enst is to conrt the destruction that 
has bef.Ilen the Russian Pacific fleet. 
To put such powerful weapons of 
offence as modern warships in the 
hands of the officers who committed 
the recent atrocity is as criminal an 
act as to give a child a loaded revol- 
ver to play with. 

Mr, Ba'four, we learn, has sent the 
Mayor of Hull the somewhat evasive 
message: “ You may have coufislewce 
in the Government's action.” Un- 
fortunately, recent events in connec 
tion with the Russian comm:ree- 
worriers have not been of a nature to 
inspire the full confidence for which 
Mr. Balfour asks. Our Goversment 
js undyubtedly sight in its endeavours 
to limit the presen’ hostilities to the 
two Powers immediately concerned, 
but to give way to the aggression 
of one of them is not the best 
way to avoid complications, ‘There 
are limits, as we have sail, to 
British meekness. What the British 
would have liked is to see orders 
sent. immediately to our Channel 
and Mditerranesn flects to bring 
the Russian Baliic feet back +

who “sec in every bush an officer,” 
nd] in every sail a Japanese torpedo- 
i boat, are- not fit to de trusted with 
guns. ‘Ihe question concerns us in 
[the East very closely. This Baltic 
| fleet is as dangerous to ‘shipping and 
‘commerce as a flvct of pirate ships 
would be, and if it ever suczeeds in 
rexching the East, it will be a terrible 
menace to shipping, and will dis- 
organi-e the whole trade on these 
seas, We are told that Count von 
Benckendorff, the Russian Ambas- 
sador in London, has authorised the 
“Daily News” to inform the people 
of England that he is absolutely 
certain the occurrence is a dep'or- 
able accident which he regre'ted 
both for himself and his country. 
Count von Beckendortf could do no 
less, and we heartily sympathise with 
him in the unfortunate position in 
which the commanders of the Baltic 
flect have put him, and we very 
deeply regret that any expression of 
(bee ic feeling in London should have 
een made against him; he will, of 
course, have understood that it was 
uot directed against himself porson- 
ally, but against the country he 
represents. His plea, however, that 
the outrage was an accident will not 
bold water fur a moment. We have 
heard of chassepots going off of them- 
se!ves; bnt to calla twenty-minute 
bombardment by a fleet in line of 
battle, with the target illuminated 
by searcblights, “an accilent” is 
presuming a little too much on the 
credulity of the snfferers. 


We were told in the first instance 
that our Government felt that this 
was not a question which almitted 
of any delay in settlement. But, of 
course, the Russians have tried the 
usual procrastinating tactics. When 
theVolunteer Fleet cruisers Smolensk 
aud St. Petersburg continued worry- 
ing British shipping after the Czar 
had promised that they shoull be 
stopped, the excus> was that the 
Russian Admiralty was unable to 
communicate with them. Now the 
Russians plead for delay on the pre- 
text that no report of the incident 
has reached St. Petersburg from the 
fleet i'self. S» much the worse for 
the Russian Admiralty; but it is 
absurd to ex.ect that any other 
foreign Power is to give way to this 
slipshod way of doing business. That 
the Baltic fleet did not stop to rescue 
any of its victims, did not report the 
incident at any of the British ports 
it pressed on its murderous way, and 
did not send any report to St, 
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Petersbig, these omissions add to[Hurope on furlough. 
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the enormity of the offence and can- 
not he accepted as any ground for 
deferring reparuticn. ‘The lives of w 
few fishermen are coubtless a baga- 
telle to Admiral Avelan and his sub- 
ordinates in the Admiralty at Sr. 
Petersburg, but swaller causes than 
this have brought on big wars, 

Reurer’s telegram yesterday after- 
noon brought us the news of Lord 
Lansdowne's demands, and they do 
not erro: the side of excess. Our 
Goverment asks for due apologies, 
compensation for the sufferers, a 
prompt enquiry into the affair, and 
the punishment of those responsible. 
We should like to know by whom 
and before whom the enquiry is to 
be held. This must meas a tem- 
porary check to the progress of the 
Baltic fleet, if our Government 
insists, as we hope it will, on the 
enquiry being an exhaustive one, 
and on the removal and degradation 
of the men responsible for the out- 
rage, some of whom should properly 
be tried for murder. Meanwhil», it 
is some satisfaction 10 see that the 
Czar has telegraphed to King Ed- 
ward, expressing hs deep regret. 
It would be better still if he ordered 
his flect back to Libau until his 
Admiralty can find trained men 
competent to command it, As it is 
it can be well uvderstood that Ad- 
iniral Togo has no fear of its coming 
here, if it ever comes.

Another Chineselkilled. 

Another terrible tragedy has been 
perpetrated here which has roused the 
people to a high pitch of excitement, 
and moved the native Press to some sting 
ing questions, Of course there are rum- 
ours floating everywhere, but the follow- 
ing statement is from the “Canton 
Morning Daily,” which is no doubt cor- 
rectly informed :—“ About 7 o'clock in 
the evening of the 26th inst. some dran- 
ken American sailors emerged from the 
Shameen Hotel, made. their way to the 
north bridge, which leads from the Con- 
cession, across the canal, into the native 
city, and began some rowdyism with the 
soldiers who guarded the gate. There 
doesnot appear to have been much an- 
imus in their actions. Just then, s com- 
pradore of the ss. Kansu, owned by 
Messrs. Butterfield & Swire, happened to 
be passing, anc drunken chs turn- 
ed on him. Some of them held hie hands, 
and others his feet, and they thereupon 
swung him quite over the parapet of the 
bridge into the canal, in whose waters he 
was drowned. The following day the 
Namhoi magistrate, with all his retinue, 
came ovt to the Concession, and before 
tho British Consul-General, an inquest 
was held. What arrests have been made 
wo donot know, But isn’t it time that 
an end was made of these brutal murders ? 
This makes the fourth that has been 
perpetrated within the last fow months. 
Aro the Chinese less than men that they 
should be treated like this? It is true 
that the foreign residents have called » 
meeting, and decided that no drunken 
fellow shall be allowed on the Concession, 
but is this enough?” ‘The indigna- 
tion of the editor is well grounded. I 
have been told that the Shameen 
narrowly escaped dostruction st the 
hands of the mob. Had the outrage 
taken place outside the Concession bord- 
ers, 60 that the crowd could, 80 to speak, 
have found a foothold,” oxasperated 
as they were, nothing’ could have 
held them in check. The experiences 
of 1883 would have been repeated. It 
seoms too bad that spirits can be sold 
in this way, to men who made drunk 
thereby, work these outrages, and so 
engender an animosity, whic: cannot 
but be productive of misfortune, for the 
remembrance of these things ranklés 
deeply in the Chinese breast. 


‘The Assimilation of Western 
Ideas. ; 

A short time since I happened upon an 
unpretentious monthly publication, pub- 
ished by the Canton Christian College 
and, among other papers, one from the 
pen of aChinoso writer, urged that new 
models should be followed by Chineso 
authors, specially by ‘howe, who wrote 
in the daily the language 
be simpler; let it be lees archaic, Se 
duce a system of punctuation ; ‘indeed, 
let inverted commas be used.

Triads in the North of Kuang- 
tung. . 








For some time indications have not 
been wanting that the Chinese in the 
north Ki bi been more or 
less influenced by what is transpiring 
‘across the borders in Kuangsi. The 
‘Triads are specially active. They are, 
however, more brigands than génui 
Triads. "A barefaced outrage was recent- 
ly perpetrated. A youth, about nino- 
teen years of age, whose father had in 
‘somo Way incurred the displeasure of the 
rebels, was captured and carried off to 
the mountains. He was held for ransom, 
and, at the same time, a threat was sent 
that were the money not forthcoming by 
a certain time, a terrible revenge would 
be taken. The father was dilatory, and 
the brigands carried out their threat. 
‘The youth was murdered, and then the 
body was cut into four parts and sent to 
the father. This reminds ed the story 
in the Book of Judges. This outrage, 
added to sundry attacks on country 
towns, compelled the reluctant mandarins 
to bestir themselves, and some of the 
robbers were captured. It came out on 
the trial, that a large number of names 




















, | have been inserted in the registers of the 


Triads, and that, among them, are many 
of the soldiers of the Emperor. It was as- 
serted, howover, that intimidation would 
explain what had been revealed. Of every 
hundred names perhaps eighty had beon 
inserted to eacape persecution, for the 
Triad brigands left unmolested thoso 
whom they regarded as associates. Several 
Buddhist priests wore arrested, con- 
demned, and executed. It has been 
reported that @ batch was executed in 
Yingtak, and another in Shiukuan. Theso 
executions wore dono socretly within the 
yaméns, lest the superstitious people 
thould be aroused. All this shows how 
‘uncertain is the condition of things, and 
it is believed that little inducement 
would be needed to lod many of the 
people in the north of this province to 
throw in their lot with the rebela of 
Kuangsi, which would make it possible 
for them to start another rebellion, th 
might easily develop into another Tai- 
ping trouble.

A Newspaper Sale. 

‘The burninig topic of the week in Tokio 
journalistic circles is the sale of the 
‘Tokio Nichi-Nichi Shimbun,” which is 
one of the oldest papers and attains its ten. 
thousandth number ou the 10th Novem- 
ber. Tho new proprictor, Mr. T. Kato, 
was formerly the Japanese Minister to 
the Court of St. James and subsequently 
the Minister of Foreign Afsirs in the 
last Ito Cabinet. Ho is connected with 
the Mitsn Bishi family to the extent of 

ing a husband of a daughter of Baron 
Iwasaki, and there is no denying the fact 
that the “ Nic bi” is now under the 
eegis of the richest family of Japan. The 
paper, with the “Kokumin Shimbun,” 
has been hitherto regarded as a semi- 
oficial organ, but is now expected to 
become au Opposition paper. ‘The chief 
editor has already sont in his resignat 
and Mr. T. Kato will directly superviso 
the editorial and managing departments. 
Of Social Significance. 

‘As may be 
readers, Count Matsukata, G.C.M.G. 
Count Inouye have recently dec! 
breaking-off of their friendship with 
Baron Ito, the old proprietor of the 
“Nichi-Niebi,” in connection with the 
charge of fraud reference to the 
Imperial Relief Society. The Baron 
‘apparently sold the paper some months 
ago and tho recent flutter with the two 
Elder Statesmen and indirectly with 
the Cabinet, may be said to be of the 
nature of a modus operandi to sever its 
connection with Government circles. The 
Baron is not now the owner of the paper, 
but » cortain understanding oxists be 
tween him and Mr. Kato. ‘The “ Niel 
Nichi” office may henceforth probably 
be tho base of political movements of the 
partisans of Marquis Ito and Count 
Okuma, or at least this may be intended 
by some prominent ambitious members.

‘Transport Service. 

A Tokio paper reports that forty-thr 
transports will be released by the Govern- 
ment toward the end of October. Out of 
the 43 steamers, 19 belong to the Nippon 
Yusen Keisha, including five American 
Tiners and four Bombay liners, and eight 
Delong to the Osaka Shosen Kaisl 
Altogether, in a month’s time, at least 
thirty steamers will be placed on the 
coasting and foreign services, vessels 
being particularly required at this period 
for the transportation of cereals and 
‘other merchandise in home waters. This 
‘will enable the various Japanese shipping 
companies to release foreigu vessels now 
chartered by them, with the result that 
there will be a great reduction in freight 
rates. 

The N. Y. K. steamers Tiontsin 
‘Maru and Kagoshima Maru have already 
deen released from the transport service 
and will be placed on the Bombay 
service in November next. With the 
release of others vessels, including the 
Suminoye Maru, Colombo Mara, and Tosa 
Maru, the Company will also be able to 
reopen its Pacific sorvice, while some 
ten vessels will be placed on the coasting 
service. 


General Ogawa. 

Liout.-General Ogawa, who command- 
ed the Osaka Division in the front, 
arrived at Hiroshima from Lisoyang or 
the 13th and was received into the 
military reserve hospital. His wound in 
the forehead is severe but is improving. 
The General is expected to be convales- 
cont after a rest of five or six weeks. 
Liout-Genoral Tsukamoto is now com- 
manding the Osaka Division. 

A Gold Mine. 

‘The Tokio Finance Department has re- 
cently dispatched two mining experts to 
the Kisen Gold Mine, Iwate Prefecture, 
to which I referred in a previous letter, 
to report on the goneral prospects of the 
mine. Should the report prove satisfac- 
tory, the authorities intend to engage 
foreign experts from England and the 
United States in order to obtain their 
advice concerning the mine. It is also re- 
ported that company is being organised 
by certain foreigners, who are seeking to 
obtain permission from the authorities 
towork the mine, for which purpose 
they are willing to deposit a large sum 
of money as security.

Kuropatkin’s Motive. 

It may be fairly surmised that General 
Kuropatkin’s latest advance had a politi- 
cal motive, it being iniperative that 
armies mnst do something to redeem 
their reputation and restore the shatter- 
ed prestige of their country. For imme- 
diate effect, greatly needed, he announced 
his purpose, prior to the sctusl opera- 
tions, in much more bombastic manner 
than ever. ‘Tho intelligence service of the 
Japanese armies is usually excellent, and 
Kuropatkin’s latest move was no surprise 
to Marshal Oyama. The Tokio papers 
fully appreciate the significance of 
present combat of whole opposing armios 
‘and question whether Kuropatkin is still 
able to explain away his latest defeat. 
In his recent proclamation, the Musoovite 
leader declared that he had now received 
100,000 reinforcements, 10,000 horses, 
and one million pouds of foodstuffs, and 
the time was ripe for the assumption of 
the offensive. The general retreat, now 
compelled by the Japanese, would not 
have been “ pre-arranged.” 

Opposing Forces. 

At tho recent prolonged engagements 
from the 10th inst., the Russians com- 
menced a general retreat on. the after- 
noon of the 14th inst, by three different 
roads. That is, generally speaking, about 
three divisions in the Pensihu direction, 
took the Fashun road, those who faced 
Generals Kuroki and Nozu the Chiutien 
road, and those west of the railway 
preferred the Mukden road. The Rus- 
sians who recently came down under’ 
command of General Kuropatkin, are: 
put at about eighteen divisions, of which 
about fourteen seem to have actually 
participated in the engagement. Tho 
newly arrived first European army corps 

believed to have appeared before the: 
Japanese right, and the Sixth Siberian 
corps faced the Japanese central and’ 
right. The Russians in the Pensihu 
direction included the recently defeated 
Third, Sixth, Seventh, Ninth and Tenth 
Siberian Brigades, with sighty guns and 
a large body of cavalry. ‘Tho place where: 
Kuropatkin was halting, at the outset of 
the operations, with his three divisions, 
seems to be Kueihsintai, south-east of 
Mukden, on the upper reaches of the 
Shaho River. The Russians had ap- 
parently over 900 guns in the recent 
battle and also s superior force of 
cavalry. The communications with the 
Japaneso in the Pensihu direction wero 
‘once cut off and a brigade of reserves at 
Fenghwangcheng was drawn to reinforce 
Major-General Umezawa. The military 
circles are surprised with the promptitude 
with which theBrigade reached Pensihu: 
t marched there from Lienshankuan, 
in two days, instead of, five days, as 
gonerally estimated. Some time  aftor 
the opening of the operations, a new 
iDivisien, which recently landed at Dalny 
was reaching Yentai direction. Had 
Marshal Oyama had three more divisions 
on the spot, the result should have been 
more brilliant. 

General Oku reports that Mr. 8. 
Kawashima, correspondent of the “ Shi- 
nano Nippo,” a provincial papor, was 
struck by a shell ou the 13th inst., while 
witnessing the operations, and expired 
after soversl hours, Our sympathy is 
with this, tho first death in action of 
one of our fraternity. Messrs. Etzel and

but they succumbed to indirect means. 
General Hasegawa. 

General Bagon Hasegawa, now Com- 
mander of the Imperial Garrison in Corea, 
arrived at Chemulpo on Wednesday last 
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and proceeded to the capital on Thurs- 
day. He wasmot at the Seoul station by 
a brillisnt party consisting of the Corean 
civil and military dignitaries, and Japs- 
nese officers, officials, and residents. As 
the new Commander drove to his head- 
quarters, a'section of the guard accom- 
panied him'and a body detailed from the 
Jap»nese garrison and a bittalion of the 
Corean guards, together with » military 
band, lined either side of the road. 
A salute of 19 guns was fired. The 
Corean Minister of tho Imperial House- 
hold paid a visi 
upon tho General’ 
with tke Imperial wishes. Altogether, 
the procession was of the most magnifi- 
cent character, and the Corean Court were 
dazzled with it. General Hasegawa w 8 
received in audience on the 15th inst by 
the Emperor of Corea. 


The Journalistic Scandal. 

‘The recent sensational difference 
betwoon Counts Matsukata and Inouye 
and Baron Ito has now been “amicably 
settled,” thanks to the good offices of 
Marquises Ito and Yamagata. The “Tokio 
Nichi-Nichi,” recently bought by Mr, 
Kato, ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs, is now 
practically an organ of the Mitsu Bishi 
family. ‘The paper was sold at 100,000 
excluding the office premises, which 
are rented to the new proprietor for the 
term of ten yoars. 


The Captured Fuping. 

‘The steamer Fuping, 885 tons, from 
‘Taku, which was captured by the torpedo- 
boat Shirataka on the 12th inst. off the 
Liaotishan promotory, was under the 
Gorman fisg and had Inrge quantities of 
war supplies intended for smuggling into 
Port Arthur. The steamer was escorted 
to Sasoho on the 15th inst. 

Prince Fushimi. 

On Friday morning the United States 
Minister and Mrs. Griscom gave a dinner 
at the American Legation in honour of 
H.I. H. General Prince Fushimi, who 
will leave Yokohama on the 12th inst. as 
Japan's Envoy to the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion. On Saturday, Prince Fushimi, with 
Prince Yamashina, was entertained at 
an Imperial luncheon, when the suite of 
tho Prince were allowed to attend the 
function. Prior to the luncheon, Prince 
Fushimi repaired to the Imperial sanc- 
tuary and each member of the suite was 
received in audience. 

The Hohenzollern Prince.

‘The War and the Experts. 

This morning the “Times” prints » 
telegram from its Tokio correspondent 
summarising the protests of the Japan- 
ese Press against the general tone of 
British criticisms on the battle of Liao- 
yang. Of course the protest is based 
upon brief telegrams from London 
which may give a one-sided view of 
those British criticisms, Not all the ex- 
perts nor all the newspapers took the 
view that the Japanese had failed in 
their object ; but it is certainly not an 
unfair statement of the general effect 
of those criticisms to say that “ British 
faith in Japanese strategy has been 
shaken, and the final issue of the war 
is considered more doubtful.” 
the experts had been prophesying that 
Liaoyang would prove s second Sedan, 
and would virtually put an end to the 
war. When this forecast was falsified 
some of them rushed to the other 
extremo and were di to regard 
tho result as what Captain Mahan has 
called a “ successful retroat” for the Rus- 
sians. The very full and candid dispatch 
from General Kuropatkin published two 
days ago has, however, put an end to 
criticisms of this kind. Russian critics 
at home have of course been vehemently 
‘urging that the retreat was part of Kuro- 
patkin's design; but the General himself 
makes no such pretence. He admits 
candidly that he strained every nerve to 
hold Lisoyang, and that his retirement 
was a forced retreat following on a di 
sastrous defeat. ‘Those who expected a 
second Sedan and a speedy end of the 
war wore absurdly sanguine ; and the re- 
sult of their disillusionment has been a 
marked fall in the value of Japanese 
securities. 















The Return of the Discovery. 
The Discovery at Portsmouth 
on Saturday, and the gallant Captain and 
being duly féted 
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been féted again on their 
yesterday in London. So far as the 
results of their antarctic exploration goos 
we have learnt nothing new. The most 
exciting events of the expedition were 
related months ago by Lieut. Shackleton, 
who came home invalided in the relief 
ship Morning, and the scientific results 
have yet to be formulated. Indeed Cap- 
tain Seott—he has just been promoted to 
a captaincy by the King—tells us that 
they will take two or three years to work 
out, and that when theyhave been worked 
out they will be of more interest to those 
who are “in the know” than to the 
general public, who chiefly glory in the 
fact that this British expedition has pene- 
trated nearer to the South Pole thau 
any of its predecessors. The King, in 
honour of the event, has instituted a new 
medal for service in the Polar regions, 
which will be granted to every member 
of the crew of the Discovery, from 
the Captain downwards; and in regard 
to this a very sensible suggestion has 
been put forward that the title to 
the medal should be made retrospective. 
Sir Leopold McClintock, who in 1859 
discovered the fate of Sir John Frank- 
lin’s expedition, is still amongst us ; and

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‘The Death of Deibler. 

A distinguished personage who har 
sont many of his contemporaries to theis 
account has now gone to his own. I refer 
to Louis Deibler, for many years execu- 
tioner. Ho expired peacefully the other 
day, aged eighty-one, in the rose-covered 
villa he had occupied at Billancourt, ono 
of the Paris suburbs, since his retirement 
from busi He lived with his son 
and successor, and one may hazard a 
guess at the cheerful nature of the pro- 
fessional conversation that took place 
after one of Deibler junior’s professional 
outings withjthe guillotine. ‘The sire was 
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alittle man, of timid and retiring appear- 
ance. Ho was alwaysclad in black—a frock 
coat and top hat when on duty—and 
looked the model of a neat, methodical, 
underpaid Government clerk. To see 
him ambling peacefully along, armed 
with a big umbrella, no one would have 
suspected the appalling means by which 
he lived. He detested his profession but 
adhered to it for want of better. Ono 
must earn one’s bread and butter as best 
one can in theso hard times, He was 
always ina state of intense nervousness 
from the receipt of the order to execute 
a condemned criminal until after the 
ghastly task was accomplished, but his 
iron self-control carried him successfully 
through the ordeal. His favourite pas- 
time was fishing, and. during the season, 
he was often to be seen in a shady spot 
on the banks of the Seine, “ teasing 
the gudgeon,” as they say in France. 


A Well-Spent Life. 
Deibler came of a guillotining family, 





his father having boon executioner to the 
Court of Appeal, i 
wore several jurisdictions each having its 





own headsman. After beginning life 
a8 a carpenter, ho entered the paternal 
profession as assistant in 1858. He 
subsequently succeeded his excellent pro- 
genitor, and married Mdllo. Raseneuf (a 
singular appropriate name), a daughter 
of the Algiors’ executioner, in 1863. His 
first operation, performed on an ae 

able young man who had murdered his 
father, mother, and grandmother, was 
decidedly sensational. The patient ob- 
jected to Dr. Deibler’s sharp medicine 
and had to be knocked on the head 
before it could be administered to him. 
Deibler it was who disposed of the 
anarchists Vaillant, Emile Honry, and 
Caserio, His last subject was the Italian 
Carrara, who murdered a bank messenger 
and burnt his remains to cinders in a 














quarry used for growing mushrooms. 
Deibler remained in office until noarly 
seventy-six years of age. He did his 
bost, and, being a model functionary, 
avoided scandal. Ho was heard to spoak 
in terms of righteous indignation of hii 
predecessor Samson, who had the audacity 
to borrow monoy on the guillo 
ines 1870

Yet another veteran proudly displayed 
a bullet, “ which a Cossack I'd never said 
anything to and didn’t know from Adam 
shot me inthe knoo with.” He peri 
cally offers this bullet to the curator of 
the Army Musoum, who as regularly 
declines it, but its proprietor still hopes 
that he will some day see. it reposing in 
a glass case for the edification of tho 
present and future generations of soldiers.

on. Sho had not got far betore she was 
galloped after by «mounted foreign 
Policoman, arrested and taken to tho 
police-station at the western end of the 
Ruo du Consulat, accompanied by a mob 
‘of Chinese who seemed to rolish the rather 
‘unusual sight of a foreign lady being a1 
rested and haled to the station. Bofore 
forcing my sister-in-law to go to the 
station the mounted policeman informed 
her that your Notification concerning 
this road was ‘mal interprete” *** c'est 
souloment pour les funerailles” and as she 
would not allow the jinricshaman to be 
arrested he would arrest her. When at 
the station sho explained to the Offi 
in- but was rudely talked to and 
compelled to give her name and address 
before she was permitted to leave eustody.

Fourteenth Report. 


Shanghai, 15th October, 1904. 

Several matters of interest have arisen 
during the last half-year in connection 
with the work of the Institute. 

It has been definitely settled that an 
amalgamation with the Polytechnic 
Institute is impossible. Having been 
led to believe that an amalgamation 
would be viewed with favour by the 
Committee of the Polytechnic, an Execu- 
tive Committee met, and consented to a 
union on the basis of combination of the 
work, the aims, the property, the com- 
mittees and names of both Institutes 
Sub-committeos of four from each met 
to draw up plans of unification, if deemed 
advisable. Our representatives were His 
Excellency, Li Hai-husn, President of 
our Advisory Council, Sir Robert Bredon, 


00] Chairman of our Executive Committee, 


Tsdng Shao-ching, one of the Trustees, 
and myself as Director of the Institute. 
In the mutual conference no arguments 
in favour of union wore presented by the 
Sub-committee of the Polytechnic, beyond 
those presented by Sir Robert Bredon 
and myself, who were also members of 
the Polytechnic Committee. It soon 
became evident that union was not 
desired by the other side, and so the

Couneil has kindly agreed to let us have 
the free use of some of the buildings in 
the French Camp, should our work re- 
quire it. 

Our Executive Committee decided to 
begin building without delay. A wall 
around the Institute site is in erection, 
and work on the Students’ Hall, as 
auxilinry to the Main Hall, has begun. 
Contributions for the main buildings wo 
expect will come from friends in Great 
Britain and America. 

The matter of contributions stand as 
follows :—We have had on hand a build- 
ing fund of some 16,000 taols, 3,000 of 
which is still loaned the Chinese Com- 
mittee on the purchase of land. Of tho 
16,000 tacls, some 5,600 wore contributed 
by Chineso in 1897, 2,600 by foreign 
residents in China, 3,800 by friends in 
America, 2,000 by friends in England 
and Scotland, and the remainder accrued 
from the interest. On the purchaso 
of land the Chineso have paid in 32,600 
tacle. Ono of my pupils, Mr. Fan 
Ching-shih, from proceeds on a book 
which ho has translated from Japanese 
into Chines, has subscribed $1,000, of 
which he has paid in 221 taels, as tho 
beginning of » Chinese endowment. 
AnotherChineso friend, Mr. Pa‘ng Ching- 
ch‘en, has shown his interest ia tho 
library by contributing tory of 
China valued at 100 tacls. Those facts 
show how large percentage of the help 
has come from Chinose. If foreigners 
co-operate, we are confident the Chi 
will increase their contributi 
Of the subscriptions made in 1897 
there are twonty who have not paid, 
of whom several havo refused 10 
pay. The Viceroy Chang Chih-tung, 
tho had written bis name te, 1,000 aol 
excused himself when it was decided to 
locate the Institute in Shanghai, Mr. 
G. T. Hamilton and the American ‘Trad- 
ing Company, we rogret to say, likewise 
withdrew their subscriptions ‘of 1,000 
taels each, largely because of chango of 
circumstances. The London and New 
York Committeos are now undertaking 
to secure 60,000 tacls for the erection of 
the main hall. What foreignors in 
Shanghai are willing to do we are unable 
to say. From my own observation I 
would say that the large proportion of 
foreign wealth in Shanghai is held by 
persons at home, and more wealth is held 
by individual Chinese living in Shang- 
hai than by individual foreigners. 

A good dosl of my time has 
been given to the task of securing 
new Chinese subscriptions and in friendly 
intercourse. During the half year I havo 
received 156 Chinese calls and have made 
209 calls on Chinese, 

During the summer vacation I was busy 
in preparing four books, one of which 
on “Comparative Government,” is com- 
pleted and is in the hands of tho 
Governor of the province, His Excellency 
Tosn Fang, who is writing an intro- 
duction.

It was not nearly such an unpleasant day 
for the Regatta on Monday as it had 
promised to be. Dall weather provailed,

NOTES ON NATIVE 
AFFAIRS. 


22nd Octoder. 
A Chinese Telephone Service in 
Shanghai. 

‘There was a rumour yesterday in local 
native circles that the Chinese authori- 
ties have given consent to a nai 
syndicate to establish a telephone service 
in Shanghai principally for the use 
of Chinese subscribers. It is further 
rumoured that an Italian firm has ten- 
dered for the constmuetion of the line, 
called in Chinese “The electric speak- 
ing line”—Tien-hua-hsien. If suecessful, 
it is stated that the line will be extended 
to Soochow and way towns. 

‘The Viceroy and the Consuls. 

Viceroy Li Hi has addressed a 
dispatch to Mr. John Goodnow, Senior 
Consul, formally notifying him’ of the 
intention in fature to transact business 
with the representatives of the Powers 
through the Nanking Chief Bureau of 
Foreign Affairs. A’ request is made 
that the proposed alteration shall be in- 
timated to the other members of the 
Consular body. 

Running the Blockade. 

A Chefoo dispatch reports that two 
fleots of \Chinose junks, consisting of nine 
in each fleet, chartered to carry provisions 
and “ sundries” to Port Arthur left a 
place in the near vieinity of Chefoo one 
dark night about a week ago and so far 
have not been heard of since. By help 
of the wireless station in Chefoo the 
Rassians at Port Arthur, it is stated, 
were made aware of the starting of the 
blockade-ranning junks, for several Kus. 
sian destroyers and torpedo-boats were 
steaming about shortly afterwards in the 
vicinity of the entrance to Port Arthur, 
as will as in the neighbourhood of Pigeon 
Bay, apparently on the look out. for 
theso junks. The Japaneso picket and 






























guard bosts were, however, on the alert 
and repeatedly drove back the Russian 
boats.

Steam Patrol Boats tor T‘aihu. 

In obedience to instructions from 
Governor Tuan Fang of Soochow, Yuan 
Taotai of this port hzs been engaged 
lately in getting plans drawn of two 
shallow-draft modern steam gunboats to 
be used as pstrols on the T'silu Inke, near 
Soochow, where salt smugglers have been 
congregating in large numbers and defying 
the local military anthorities. It was 
first intended that the two stexmers 
should be constructed by the Kiangnan 
Arsenal authorities but owing to the 
necessity for quick construction the 
gunboats will most likely be built by 
some foreign company in Shanghai. 

‘The Increase of Local Brigandage. 

A gang of desperadoes attacked late 
on Wednesday night a large temple, near 
the Kiangnan Arsenal and carried off 
nearly $500 in money from the plethorie 
purses of the bonzes in the temple. The 
Gesperadoes are said to belong to the 
same band which has been making things 
particularly lively in the Western and 
Northern parts of Shanghai district—

Reportid Massacres at Kuang- 
chouwan, 

Wo translate tho following from tho 
“Eastern Times,” with all reserve, mak- 
ing no comment until tho receipt of 
further news, confirmatory or otherwise. 
‘During the middle of the last moon (the 
latter part of September last) over a 
thousand desperadoes attacked tho villago 
of T'aipingeh‘t, in Suich'ihsion district. 
‘The village in question is near Chi‘hk‘an, 
and lies within the boundaries of Kuwng- 
chouwan, leased to the French. ‘The 
s pillaged all tho native shops 
and hongs as well as the foreign-style 
buildings in the place, but they wore 
eventually driven off by French troops. 
The latter then made examination of the 
various shops that had beon plundorod 
and subsequently found that thero was 
one shop—n joss paper shop—which had 
xpparently not been touched by the 
bandits. “It was also further discovered 
that none of the inmatesjof the shop hud 
been hurt, and this aronsed the suspicions 
of the French, who thought that these 
people were in icollusion with the ma- 
rauders. The owner snd his assistunts 
were accordingly summarily shot by the 
French soldiers, who then transferred 
their wrath agsinst the inhabitants of a 
neighbouring village, with the result that 
the men, women nd childrou of thwt 
place, withoutidistinction, were promptly 
“wiped out of existence.” This great 
injustice aroused the deep anger of tho 
people of the villages round about, who 
sold all their lands near T’aipingeh'ti (the 
pluco plundered by the msrsuders) in order 
to raise money to purchase arms ait 
ammuuition for the purpose of obtaininy 
revenge. This becoming known to 
Hoang Su-hnan, prefect of Leichoufn 
(to wich Suich'ibsien belongs), he xt 
t troops to the scene to preserve 
pexce, but the wrath of the inhal 
sof the region in quesiion has been 
rised to such a pitch thet it will be 
most dittieult to solve this serious problem.

Sight-Seeing by Foreigners. 
Hitherto foreigners desirous of seeing 
a Chinese fort, camp, or arsenal have 
had no difficulty in doing so, it being 
necessary only either to call upon the 
head mandarin in charge in person and 
then proffer the request to him, or do so 
through such foreigner’s own Consul.

The Tibetan Question. 

It is reported from Peking that HE.

Thore is a probability also that 
Mr. Lin Ch‘un-lin will remain in Eng- 
land, after the conclusion of the Tibetan 
nogotiations, to take the place of H.E, 
Chang T8-yi as Chineso Minister to the 
Court of St, James.

It is reported in mandarin circles that 
the Ministers of the Waiwupu have been 
lately conferring almost daily with Sir 
Ernest Swatow with reference to the 
changing of the Younghusband Treaty 
at Lhasea. The reply of the British 
Minister, it tated, was that the clauses 
in that’ Treaty referring to railways, 
mines, and foreign intercourse were now 
80 well known in Europe and Asia that 
it would be difficult to change them, 
but with regard te other clauses the 
diplomatic answer was that if he could 
do anything to modify them in accordance 
with the wishes of the Chinese Govern- 
ment he would do so with pleasure.

THE NEW CLUB 
CONCORDIA. 


Foundation Stone Laying by 
Prince Adalbert. 

Avery picturesque ceremony marked 
the first public incident in the history 
of the new Club Concordia on Saturday. 
Of the handsome building which is to 





ornament the corner of the Bund at Jin- 
kee Road, a description has already been 
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given in these columns. The work of 
preparing the ground to support a heavy 
structure has been in progress for some 
months and was completed in time to 
allow of the formal laying of the found- 
tion stone on the anniversary of the 
bitthday of Her Majesty, the German 
Empress. Another happy circumstance 
was that the German flagship and the 
Hertha were both in port, and H. I. H. 
Prince Adalbert was presont with his 
ship and responded to an invitation to 
lay the stone. 

Gala dressings on all the mon-of-war 
in harbour and the flagged scaffolding 
round the site itself gave a festive ap- 
pearance to the Bund from early morn- 
ing. The German community turned 
out in full dress to attend service at their 
national Church, and half an hour before 
noon were assembling with many others 
of all nationalities in the vicinity of the 
site. Tho band of the flagship First 
Bismarck arrived early on the scene, 
and took up a position on the far side of 
the enclosure, in the middle of which the 
foundation stone stood, looking rather 
like an altar. A detachment of marines 
from the First Bismarck was also present 
to act as a guard of honour. Members 
of tho Club Committee and prominent 
Gormans of the community waited at 
what will prosently be the Jinkeo Road 
ontrance of the Club to welcome the 
Prineo and his party.

plendent uniform on the ground ; the 
Chairman of the Municipal Council ; and 
vory many ladies. 

‘The Prince, attended by Captain Baron 
Schimmelmann of the Herthn, and by the 
Gorman Consul-General (Dr. Knappe), 
Grove up almost on the stroke of noon. 
Grested at the entrance His Imperial 
Highnoss was immediately escorted to a 
table a little removed from the stone. 
Admiral von Prittwitz was already st 
tioned near by with a group of naval 
officers. 

Mr. R. Lundt, Chairman of the Club, 
proceeded at once to the delivery of an 
nddress, Ho first thanked the Prince for 
having kindly consented to give the first 
taps to the stone, and also thanked all 
others of all nationalities who had shown 
their intorest by attending. The building 
of the Club, he explained, was an indica- 
tion of the enormous strides made by 
Gorman interosts and German commerce 
in Shanghai in the last ten years, In 
tht period the number of German hongs 
had doubled, and many firms had doubled 
or even trebled their staffs. 
uation could show such a record of pro- 
gress, which was due to German diligence 
and enterprise, supported by a strong and 
intelligent government. ‘To possess a club: 
house of their own had long been the wi 
of the Germans of Shanghai, and now the 
abilities of the Building Committee, the 
roady help of the mombers generally, aud 
the financial assistance of the Deutsch- 
Asiatische Bank had enabled those de- 
sires to be realised. The Club would be 
in German Renaissance style, as a monu- 
ment to German architecture, as a sign 
of German progress, and as a retreat 
for German patriotic feeling in the 
East It would not be for German uso 
alone, however; it would be an ornament 
to Shanghai, and its doors would ever be 
open to their friends of all nationalities.

made to the quarters in Canton Road, 
and now it was hoped to get into the new 
home by January, 1907. In conclusion 
he commented on the happy coincidence 
that the stone was laid on the Empross’s 
birthday, a fact which might be regarded 
as a good omen for the Club’s future. 

‘A suitably worded document was to be 
placed, with sevoral coins and a sot of 
plans, in a recess under the stone. Mr. 
Lundt read the document, which con- 
tained a short history of the Club, and it 
was then enclosed, with the other articles, 
in a coppor box and carried by Mr. F. 
Drooffel to the place prepared for its re- 
ception. Tho band meantime played 
hymn-tune—the Austrian anthom.. 

The preliminaries being now completed, 
‘a massive silver mallet, tied with ribbon, 
was handed to Prince Adalbert, who 
marching to the stone smote it three 
times, accompanyang each blow with a 
loudly proclaimed motto. With the first 
tap he exclaimed: “ Unity is the power 
of Germany,” with the second: “Dil 
gence in our outposts in far-off countries,’ 
with the third: |“ The power and honour 
of Germany shall be the first considera- 
tions in this house.” One after another 
the following gentlemen advanced to the 
stone and also tapped it three times, ac- 
companying each tap with x motto: | Mr. 
Lundt, Admiral von Prittwitz, Dr. Knappe, 
Mr. M. Slevogt, and Mr. Droeffell, who 





represented the architect, Mr. H. 
Becker. 
Dr. Knappe, in a fow final words, again 





referred to the fact that it was the birth- 
day of the Empress, and he called for 
cheers for their Majesties, the Emperor 
and Empress, which were ‘most heartily 
given, the band afterwards playing the 
National Anthem. 

The ceremony over, the company ad- 
journed to a long buffet at the end of tle 
grounds, where prosperity to the Club 
was pledged in freely-flowing champagno. 
Prince Adalbert subsoquently tiffined 
with Dr. Knappe at the consulate, where 
a brilliant party of guests was ontertain- 
ed and where loyal and appropriate toasts 
wore proposed. Congratulatory telegrams 
from all along the coast wero received 
during the morning and were read at the 
tiffin. 

It may be mentioned that the Club 
will be the first public building in Shang- 
hai to avnil itself of “reinforced cement,” 
a preparation of Mr. Marti, who has 
established works at Yangtsepoo. This 
cement, we aro informed, has peculiar 
properties which enabie builders to 
overcome many of the difficulties of an 
uncertain soil like that of Shanghai.

It has 
boon nicely furnished in loving memory of 
the Rev. J. P. Hubbard, who arrived’ in 
China in 1862. A huge dragon flag 
floats on the breeze from this garden, 
and large bowls containing gold fish, #0 
doar to the Chinese, show conspicuously 
among the other furnishings.

FROM THE PAPERS OF MR. JOHN 
WESTWOOD.

IV. 3. 

Although I had not seen the native 
teacher on this island, I had been a hal 
month away from my headquarters and 
was unable to remain longer. We wero 
close on fifty miles from home, with the 
prospect of a dead beat in our canoes 
before us. Returning up the lagoon we 
called again on Dr. Cobara, the German 
scientist, and on Harry Skillings, the 
dead body cleaner. I also looked up 
Obadiah, and at his place met another 
teacher who had taken the name of 
Moses. Hero wo heard of a strange and 
unpleasant experience. Moses’ wife had 
fallon into trance so doathlike that 
everyone thought/she had in fact passed 
away. The grave had been prepared, but 
just as a native was nailing down’ tho 
coffin he took fright at a noise from 
io it. His screams brought the 
family, who found the supposed corpse 
sitting up, though still ghastly white. 
She was able to speak and was taken 
‘away to be nursed, but the revival was| 
only temporary. A fortnight later sho 
aily died. ‘The occurrence had caused 
a powerful sensation among tho supersti- 











tious natives, and s lot of questions were j 
put to me, as a European, on the subject. 
Tt was talked of on the islands for a long 
time afterwards. ‘ 

‘At Satoan I visited « German trader 
established there ; he was very cosy and 
prosperous, except that he was a completo 
cripple frota paralysis and only waiting 
for an opportune vessel to go to America 
to be treated. I was lucky enough to be 
at the house of a teacher named Bar- 
nabas when there put in the German 
schooner Tuttawilla, commanded by 
Captain Fisher. was a kind old 
‘and I much enjoyed a visit to his 

‘Woe were always glad in these 
lonely parts to see a vessel of any sort. 
At last after a month’s absence we en- 
tered again the Lukenor passage, feeling 
much better for our trip, but glad enough 
tobe back in our own comfortable quar- 
ters once more. 

On rising next morning I found a 
crowd of natives waiting round the 
to welcome me back. Some of thi 
brought with them baskets of copri 

yy off their former debts, honesty which 
Pvas not likely to forget. For a long 
time, however, there wore no signs of 
any ship to which I could sell the copra. 
Morning after morning some of the 
islanders would climb the highest cocoa- 
nut tree toscan the horizon for the sign of 























a sail. In July the wind shifted and 
heavy squslly weathor sot in from 
South. About this time too the natives 






‘itracted in the early hours of every 
morning by a large and brilliant comet 
throwing down its wide and splendid 
rays to the East. Slowly tho months 
passed till November, when Captain Bray 
arrived in his brigantine. To him I sold 
my copra, though at a great sacrifice, for 











provisions and medicines. Tho drugs 
I needed for my daughtor, who had been 
attacked by the dread disease of leprosy, 
though happily only in a mild form, from 
which covered. After a stay of 
two days the Morning Star sailed off for 
Honolulu; and hero I may say that though 








out on the water, tho men and boys 
armed with their spears. A ring of 
canoes is made round a school of the fish 
and inside it a net of cocoanut leaves 
knotted together is sunk with stones. 
Boye then wade into ti 
inside the ring, but nothing is 
all is quite silent till the word is given by 
the head man. Ata signal from him the 
spears are hurled into the water, which ia 
soon crimson with blood. The sport or 
industry is exrried on from half an 
hour to an hour at a stretch, and so 
numerous are the fish that it is dificult 
to avoid spearing them. 

It was about the month of February, if 
I mistake not, that my pstionce and 
prayers wore at longth rewarded. A good, 
honest, aud sound firm in Auckland then 
took it into their heads to start trading 
in this locality. They laid vessel after 
vessel to the course for the Carolines and 
thus one fine breezy day it happened, 
when a lovely north-east wind was blow- 
ing, that the longed-for ery of “Sail oh!” 
again rang ont. ‘The natives camo running 
over my grounds, delighted with what 
they know wonld be my happiness and to 
toll mo that a little vessel was bearing 
down under crowded said before the 
spanking breeze, till the foam was thrown 
out far ahead of her bows. Such was her 
speed that almost before I could reach 
the shore, even by a short cut through 
the taro patches, sho was almost in. The 
first thing I looked for was her flag and 
there flew tho glorious ensign of old 
England. I could almost have danced, 
asthe natives actually did with delight. 
During the many woary months that had 
passed I had almost lost count of the 
days and distraction was certainly coming 
on me. Latterly more especially I had 
been much worried by one of my 
neighbours who could nover look mo in 
the face and whom I strongly suspectod 
of designs on my life and property. 
The second chief of the island had 










































tho traders in these Pacific 
profess jealousy of the Mis 
vessels it is to these that they turn for 
help when occasion arises, 

‘Tho Christmas onsuing [ first taught 
the natives to keep as a time of 
joy and gladness whon their knives 
wore to be put away aud they were 
to refrain from slashing at one another. 
It has often boon on my conscience that 
it is from the white man the native 
frequently gets his weapons for murder- 
ing his fellows. 

More months rolled by in gazing on the 
white surf of the shoro whore tho boys 
made merry, riding in on planks on tho 
crests of the waves. They aro excellent 
swimmers, but not good divers. They had 
their superstitions too and ‘when & squall 
was seen to be coming on they would take 
horns and by blowing these and waving 
their arms endeavour to divert the storm 
from the island. Their method of fishing 
is curious and rather a lazy one, though 
highly successful. ‘They use great baskets 
made of cocoanut roots, tho sides and 
topa being closely worked together with 
stems of the long leaf of the tree. The 
baskets are 'taken out into five or six 
fathoms of water, weighted with stones 
and lowered to the bottom. There they 
are left for five to ton days before being 
hauled up, and the contents of each 
basket in the way of fish will then usually 
be enough to feed from ten to twenty

‘The incoming schooner was small and 
I took her for the Coronet of Auckland, 
which indeed she proved tobe. Speedily 
she dropped anchor nearly opposite my 
station, and I was soon welcoming Cap- 
tain Anderson ashore. Her supereargo 
was an old acquaintance, Captain Harris 
of the brig Vision, and it can be imaginod 
they were pleased to see mo again and 
well, except that 1 had fallen away in 
fiesh from long disappointment. They 
presented me with a sealed letter from 
Mesers. Henderson snd Macfarlane of 
Auckland and opening it I found it 
conveyed their compliments to myself, 
wife, and baby Sarah, and offered mo 
five thousand dollars’ worth of goods for 
sale, if I chose to enter into a contract 
to be signed on the vessel. Naturally I 
could not refuse such a welcome offor 
and though I did not take up the full 
amount ot cargo offered I tvok two 
thousand dollars’ worth. ‘Two days later 
the little schooner sailed away down the 
lagoon, dipping her flag in # salute, which 
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I hastened to return in aflag of my new 
‘company, which I had speedily rigged 
id leaving mo very much cheered 
ith better prospects by reason of 






March is a lovely month on the islands, 
with a glorious atmosphere ; the natives 
call the season “ran allecas,” meaning 
“fine weather.” The fourth of the month 
was my birthday bringing me to the age 
of thirty-nine. I determined to celebrate 
the occasion with a jolliication, and 
arranged a pulling match for canoes 
The race was out to and round s boat 
anchored a mile distant and it was great 
fun to see the canoes, some of them 
manned by as many as twenty natives, 
who yelled and whooped as though they 
were going through the rapids. The 
curious thing was that by native custom 
the last boat in was considered the 
winner. I refused, however, to hand the 
prize to any but the foremost to ai 

‘There were many customers waiting 
now for my goods, but I did not 
‘commence to sell before the coming of 
the Leeward islanders, who had the best 
copra to give in return. Up to the 
present the nutting grounds of these 
islander’s had been “ taboo” that to 
say forbidden to them for some time. 
‘The whole boundary of “ taboo” land is 
lined with stout sticks with young cocoa- 
nut leaves laid about them, and to cross 
within the boundary is considered a 
serious matter. Sometimes a “ taboo” 
will last for a whole year. But now I went 
to King Sarsu-co and begged him to 
‘open the “taboo” and give everyone an 
equal chance to trade. He granted the 
request, and at the one -vord from him, 
there was a mad rush to the grounds as 
iffor life. Some of the people came to 
look after their rightful cocoanut, others 
wanted to steal and all were gathering 
the nuts up as quickly as they could in 
heaps of ten and floating them along to 
their homes. There they put them up 
as copra at an average rate per man of 
six hundred nuts a day and soon thousands 
were brought along to me for sale. I would 
purchase as many as twenty for a paltry 
stick of Niggerhead tobacco. Of course 
at a busy timo like this many of the 
natives would sell mv stolen nuts, but 
it was my business as a trader to buy 
any that were brought to me without 
going into any of their thieving quarrels. 
It was as much as I could do to guard 
my own two doors, for they were not 
particular how they got it 80 long as 
they had plenty of tobacco, and they 
would sell at one door and steal at 
the other. I had some difficulty also 
owing to the severe competition for 
the fowling-pieces: these were only 
small nipple guns but they fetched 
1,100-Ibs. of copra vach, yielding me 400 
per cent profit and repaying mo well 
therefore for my pains. 

With my new trading enterprise to 
occupy me, time passed almost un- 
eventfully for two years. Once I was 
visited by a young American George 
Barrows, who had been encouraged to 
settle on the island of Numoluk, about 
forty-two miles to the westward, and who 
complained to me very bitterly of the 
difficulty of trading there. He had been 
persuaded that he could do well there by 
the supereargo of one of the vessels 
trading in these parts, and was so an- 
gered at the way he considered he had 
been deceived that not long after be 
came near murdering his man when the 
vessel put in for a later call. Barrows 
went on board and seeing the supercargo 
whipped out a loaded pistol. Fortunate- 
ly the captain was just quick enough to

knock the pistol out of Barrow’s hand. 
‘The unhappy man was then removed to 
Greenwich island to keep company with 
an Irish trader who had been there for 
‘a while and that was the last I heard of 
George Barrows for some time. 

Another welcome visitor to me 
in my solitude was the Rev. 
Logan, who came to settle on Oniap 
island with his wife and children, 
Arthur and Beulah. Mr. Logan was a 
medical missionary and greatly astonished 
and alarmed the natives by fitting one 
with 8 wooden leg. They half expected 
him to supply wooden heads also or at 
least some that would take on or off. 
Incidents like these give the natives a 
wonderful opinion of the white man whom 
some of them suppose to come from the 
moon. 

Christmas coming on again I deter- 
mined to give the islanders a regular 
I illuminated 
the grounds with torches, spread tables 
with all sorts of good cheer, had a bonfire 
and many coloured lights, and then 
invited the natives from all the islands 
round to the feast. We even had 
speeches, I explaining our Christmas 
customs and the King addi 
words to the 
guage before giving them the signal to 
set to work demolishing the good things. 
It has always been my habit to keep 
up the Christmas festivities as long as 
possible, and as Mr. Logan had promised 
to come over to me on New Year's Day, 
which he celebrated asa loyal Scotch- 
man, I made a further jollification in his 
honour. On this occasion we had a pro- 
cossion and parade of natives, seven hun- 
dred of whom carried firearms of various 
sorts and continually fired them off as we 
marched with flowers and banners round 
the island. I composed a song in tho 
This 

















native dialect and gave it an air, 
in how it bogan : 
“Uta bata monson arimas. Lute, lute 


oh, 
Oh arku yaff; ah opung oh; a lute, 
lute, oh.” 
In English the first stanza would be : 
“Riso up all yo peoplo,/hurrab, hurrah, 
hurrah, 


Light up your fires, and make a great 
noise, hurrah, 
Go over Lukener, and join yo all in 
the band, 
We are all so happy here, hurrah, 
wurrah, 


Come, see ‘the old year out and the 
new year in, hurrah.” 

But the greatest attraction was tho 
magic lantern which I now showed for 
the first time in the island. The natives 
wore so delighted with this that they 
begged me to repeat it over and over 
‘again at ten cocoanuts each man for each 
show and I made quite « large profit in 
this way.

Arima. 

‘A noble specimen, truly, of a nation 
who will fight, not only to the last man, 
but to the last woman and to the last 
child. We have here officers, non-com- 


| missioned officers and men. They aro 
all dressed alike—with cortain marks dis- 
playing their different ranks—in long 
white cotton kimono and white caps, all 
marked with the Red Cross. Gentle as 
lambs, but tigers when roused. The lust 
of battle gleams in their eyes when they 
relate their triumphant victories; of de- 
festa they have nono to relate. Con- 
tempt, utter contempt for their enemy. 
Contempt for his fighting, for his 
strategy, for his marching, for his want 
of esprit de corps. Pity only for his 
sufferings. I was shown a letter from a 
Russian officer, who was slain in battle 
at Kinchou. It was found in his cap 
andcontained the following lines from 
Goothe -— 


“ Wor nie sein Brot mit Thriinon ass, 

“ Wer nie die Kiimmerlichen Nichte 

“ Auf seinem Bet einernd sass, 

“ Der kennt euch nicht, ihr himmlichen 
ah peth o od 

A youth, perhaps, gently reared—and 

broken-hearted! 

‘There are some beautiful views in Arima, 
especially from Maruyama Daikoku, 
where there are lakes, waterfalls, kiosks, 
large mineral swimming baths and 
other attractions, and from Mount Atago 
wi you can see “Arima Fuji” in 
the distance, so-called on account of 
ite supposed resemblance to the real 
Fojiyama, hump and all. The nights aro 
fine, with myriads of fireflies, tho 
favourites of the Japanese youth. To 
walk on the shaded mountain-roads is 
to dream away your life; to lie on the 
grassy dells under the shade of a mighty 
maple, with perhaps a book of somo ‘tind 
or @ pleasant companion, is peace and 
happiness. These roads, shaded by 
cherry trees, maples, the bamboo and 
the ground pines, remind one of home 
and youth. 

‘There is a man here who goes with you 
to any famous place you desire, and then 
takes your photograph, He has a shop 
on the main street of the village, and 
the sign reads thus :—

insect sit by thousands on tho hedges 
and fences. Tho youngster stands in 
front of his victim and makes with his 


hands circles in the air around its head 
rapidly; the result is that the animal gots 
dizzy and becomes an easy prey; thoy 
are carried in the hands, artistically 
ed, by. the hundreds, and then all 

at once let fly ; a veritable hurricane. 
Thore is a kind of cotton cloth made 
hore in lengths to suit the customers. It 
jis put on 8 wooden block, unrolled, and 
fresh leaves of the maple and ferns are 
[Placed underneath. ‘Then with a wooden 
mallet the leaves are hammered until the 
juice has penetrated the cloth. It is then 
submerged in the mineral water, ro- 
repeatedly, until it assumes the iron 
colour, which will last for ever. The 
Japanese wear this cloth around their 
bodies, like cholera belts; it is said to 
retain,,the virtues of the different 
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minerals for a long period of time, and 
is considered very beneficial to health. 
The hotels supply the block, the mallet 
and the leaves; all you have to do is to 
purchase the cloth ; you can then “leaf” 
it yourself in all the arcistic and fancy 
designs your mind calls forth. 

The. Indian summer— Ko-hara”— 
“ the little spring,” as the Japanese call 
it, i onid to. Bo tho. fineet sossoa in 
Arima, The maples then turn purple 
and everywhere you see the people 
picking mushrooms, with which the bills 
hore abound. 

‘There aro 35 Japanose, one foreign, and 
three semi-foreign hotels in Arima. As 
regards the Japaneso hotel, it must be 
‘said that it is all one can desire; neat, 
scrupulously clean, airy; the ideal of a 
summer villa. The maids who attend to 
you are pretty and most pleasing. The 
landlady is childlike and bland. You aro 
supplied with threo meals per day, with 
mosquito-curtains, nice clean futons and 
pillows, soft cushions, and bath. The 
charge is about two yen, counted daily; 
ico and such things as melons snd grapes, 
extrs. But here it is when “Chadai” 
comes in, This is literally “ Tea-money,” 
and is tho curso of the travelling public. 
It should be paid on taking possession of 
your room, and the scales are in propor- 
tion to your rank and wealth. I should 
say about three quarters of your actual 
charges : say total charge nearly four yon 
daily. ‘The best rooms aro situated in the 
roar, usually fronting on a pretty garden. 
You sleep and.dine in the same room 
Friond tatami reigns here supreme. For 
the fun of the thing, and as a novelty, I 
would recommend « trial of this modo of

—in its charges. Certainly, it boasts a 
fine situation, on “our own” lawn-tennis

It is a large airy house, in the Japanese 
style, with lofty verandahs runnii 

around its three stories. It is furnished 
with tatami, camp-beds, blankets, sheets, 
pillows, and pillowoases,—plain deal 
tables and chairs, sliding scroons, paper 
windows, cupboards, and washhand 
stands. ‘It stands on a lofty eminence. 
‘The food is abominable, the attendance 
fair. Ono great convonience is that the 
rooms are double and count as one only, 
and that the meals are sorved to parties 
in thoir own particular dining-room. 
‘This onables tho tired travellor to eat, 
drink, and comfort himself on negligg— 
in kimono or “noding” as he pleases, 


The hotel supplies kimono and slippers. 
‘At the foreign hotel ono has to dross’ 
for meals, and. punkshs are not. The’ 


quite comfortable there. But let me ad- 
vise the mouse which gets into this trap, 
to provide himself in Kobe with sundry 
articles in the provision line, such as 
tinned soups, meats, delicacies, and so 
forth; short of these, he will starve. I 
have forgotten to mention that these 
hotels are also furnished with cheap 
pene oe the Royal family of Groat 

ritain, QueenfAlexandra seeming to be 
the favourite. "What is home without a 
chromo?

But the very best way of spending 
three months in Arims is this: Choose 
July, August, and September. Apply 
previously to the postmaster (who owns 
8 good part of Arima) or to the Sugimoto, 
Kiyomizu, or Masuda hotels, for a villa, 
These aro clustered around the hills, near 
the public tenins-court, and are ‘Japanese, 
pure and simple. The terms are mode- 
rate. They are supplied with the samo 
Kind of comforts as the hotels: tables, 
chairs, beds, otc., and are mostly situated 
near the river and Tathing places ‘Take 
your own and ‘with you, or 
‘engage these in Kobe. Arima has a good 
market, where the daily necessaries can 
be obtained; fruit, beef, vegetables, 
sugar, etc., ete. are there in abundance. 
‘There is nothing better on this globe,— 
and I have investigated a good many 
places thereon—than to dream away 
three months in one of these Arima 
villas. With s boon companion, a wife, 
a family, a swoot illusion, « Shakespearo, 
and Byron, a fair daisy, a sharer of 
|joys—these are pleasures ter than 
‘our sinful lives deserve. Let us enjoy 
thom penitence snd repentance ! 
There is a church here snd shout 
100,000 missionaries more or less, “ cool- 
ing off;” they are staying at the semi- 
foreign hotels, where the charges aro 2} 

yen pet day and no chadai. They seom 
Kind and polite folk; sincere in their 
work and most unassuming in their 
manners. Thoy all bring their wives and 
their offapring, and they come from all 
parts of Japan, north, south, cast, and 
west, where they try to make converts 
during the cooler season. They hold 
several conferences here, and their church 
is called ‘Conference Hall.” Daily 
prayer meetings, the Holy Communion, 
and wookly services for foreigners and 
Japanese, are the rules, I happened to 
have a letter of introduction from Shang- 
hai, and was received with all courtesy 
and gpodwill.

The position and prospects of the Neder- 
landsch Indische Industrie on Handel 
Maatechappij have very materially improv- 
ed. The production of crude oil from tho 
Borneo fields during 1903 was 153,486 tons, 
‘ascompared with 122,600 tons during 1902. 
‘The production for 1904 to the 27th August 
has been 186,359 tons, made up of ap- 
proximately 53,000 tons during the first 
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three months and about 133,000 tons 
during the following (about) five months. 
With the object of more convéniently

ANOTHER CHINA 
MEDAL BESTOWED. 





Bince the issue of the official Regula- 
tions regarding the award of the Trans- 

rt Medal, the Merchant Servico Guild 

fave, on several occasions, made official 
representations to the authorities as to 
“their stringent character, whereby tho 
sorvices of many captains and officors of 
morchant vessels engaged during w: 
time wore quite ignored. The medal 
confined to those who havo served in 
“Chartered Troop Transports,” conse- 
quontly those serving in other vessols 
carrying troops, horses, mules, Go- 
vernment stores, and munitions of 
gon wally, have been debarred from 
obtaining the Transport Modal, though 
tho work in which thoy wore ongaged was 
manifestly just as important as that cai 
ried on by the other vessols. Tho 
British steamer El Dorado, commanded 
by Captain Lewes H. Tamplin, was 
chartered to serve in connection with the 
Indian Transport Bepartment during the 
war in China. The se to which he 
was detailed consisted in taking troops 
‘and animals from tho largo transports 
‘and runping them to the landing base at 
Taku. is comprised several miles of 
intricate pilot work in » crowded and 



































narrow river, and,the work|was carried on 
night and day in all weathers, without 
the slightest accident happoning. It is 


noteworthy that vessels engaged by other 
maritime nations all employed pilots, 
many of whom have been officially deco- 
rated. Captain Tamplin had the honour 
of special mention in General Gasolec’s 
dispatches from Peking, boing the only: 
civilian bracketed with officers of the 
Royal Navy and Royal Indian Marin 
He alo received s letter of thanks 
from the head of the Indian Trans- 
port Department. The El Dorado 
not being a ‘Chartered Troop Transport,” 
‘aocording to the definition of this term 
contained in the Regulations, Captain 
Tamplin was not eligible for the Tran 
Medal. The Merehant Service 
ild have represented this feot to the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
‘urging that the excellent services of 
Osptain Tamplin merited due recognition. 
The Guild havo now received a reply 
stating|that the Admiralty have decided 
to award the China Medal to Captain 
‘Tamplin, and that it will be forwarded in 
ue course to that gentleman.—* Hong- 
kong Daily Pross.”

E. Schwartz, was put in as 
evidence. A clause was alleged to be in 
this charter under which the defendants 
agreed to indomnily the plaintiffs to th 
amount of Tia. 16,000 in the event of 
Lucia, while in the defendant's service, 
being sunk by mines, torpedoes, sholi 
fire, collisions, or in any warlike manner, 
or being captured. On the 10th Sept.

The dofendants, it is 
tendered Tia. 9,000, which was rofusod. 
Plaintiffs now sued defendants for the 
full amount.

A STABBING AFFRAY. 


A sailor from the cruiser Adamastor, 
Francisco José Varella, by namo, was 
brought up charged with stabbing a sailor 
from the Villalobos, named Toohey, in 
the Boone Road at 7.45 p.m. on the 23rd 
inst. 

‘Accused denied his guilt. 

‘Toohey was suficiently well to come 
into Court. Ho said that ho was stabbed 
from behind and could not therefore iden- 
tify his assrilant, ‘Thero wore two other 
Portuguese sailors there. 

Sergeant Johnson said that it appeared 
that the trouble started in the Concordia 
Restaurant, th ress of which 
would come and give evidence. He asked 
for an adjournment to get other witnosses 
to attend, Ho did not think that Toohey 
would be sufficiently well to come up, 60 
had not brought his other witnesses. 

is Honour granted an adjournment 
until 3 p.m. 

‘On resuming, an officer and a surgeon 
from the Adamastor were present, as well 
as six Portuguese sailors. A gunner from 
an American warship identified two of 
the sailors as having been present 
atthe time and theso men took their 
place by accused. 
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The proprietress of the Concordi 
Restaurant identified the three men as 
having taken part in the disturbance and 
described how the trouble arose. It ap- 
peared that one of the men began break- 
ng up things in her dining room, and 
whon asked to desist attacked her. 
Complainant came to her assistance and 
the men were put out, They returned 
however, and were again ejected, The 
‘American sailor then went out after 
them, and returned with a knife wound, 
Witnoss saw a knife in the possesion of 
the tallest of the men, but she did not 
actually see the stabbing, 

Toohey maintained that it was not the 
tall sailor who struck him, but the third 
man, who had his head bound up. 

A gunner from one of the American 
warships srid that he was in the Con- 
cordia when the row happened, and cor- 
roborated the propriotress’s story. Wh 

«the Portuguese had stabbed Toohey they 
ran away, but they camo back again, and 
ho went out in pursuit. Ho caught two of 
the men, but the Chinese constables ro- 
fused to take them in charge, When 
witness went after the mon he caught 
sight of some American bluejackets and 
called out to them to join in the chase 
‘Tho bandaged sailor turned on one of the 
bluejackets, who warded bim off with au 
umbrella. Eventually a Chinese police- 
man caught one of the sailors, the man 
who was brought up in the morning. 
Witness produced a knife which one o} 
the Portuguese dropped on to the pave- 
ment, 

‘A Mr, Abram said he saw Toohey as- 
saulted in the street. The sailor with 
his face bound up was flourishing « knife 
vwhon ho attackod Toohey. 

‘Tho Portuguese surgeon examined 
Toohey, and eventually the Consul sent 
all three men baok to their ships to be 
dealt with there.

Two natives of Hupeh were chi 
with being concerned together with two 
other men from Hupeb, with being in 
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possession of 83 yards of silk, 53 yards 
of satin, one blanket, and a cotton 
umbrella, of the total value of $120, and 
being unable to give a satisfactory account 
of the’samei; further, with"having stolen 
a gold watch, valued at $45, from 491, 
Nanking Road, at 120 p.m. on the 16th 
instant. 

‘Two other natives of Hupeh were also 
before the Court on the first 

‘From the evidence, it appeared that 
the first two prisoners went into a native 
jewellers shop in Nanking Road, saying 
that they wished to purchase a gold 
watch. Some fourteen watches were 
shown to them, but after i1 ing them, 
they informed the store-keeper that they 
did not wish to buy. They then left 
the shop, and as the store-keeper was 
putting the watches away, he found that 
one was missing. Ho rushed out, caught 
the two men, and gave them in charge. 
| When they were searched by the police, 
the gold watch was found in their 
possession. At the station they were 
| questioned, and stated that they came 
from Hupeh with the other two prisoners. 
‘The police searched the rooms occupied 
by all four prisoners, and there found 
some of the property mentioned in the 
first charge, the remainder being discover- 
ed in a pawn-shop. 
|, The prisoners asserted that they had 
| brought the goods with them from 
Hupeh, but Mr. Liebe, of Nanking Road, 
jentified the silk as his property and 
ted that it must have been stolen from 
his storo. 

The prisoners connected with the theft 
of the watch were sentenced, one to 300 
blows and three months’ imprisonment, 
the other to 100 blows and two weeks’ 
imprisonment. The other two men were 
discharged on ition that they find 
security. Mr. Liebe was informed that 
he could regain his property by making 
application to the Court and paying the 
amount to the pawnbroker which the 
Istter had advanced on the silk—$31. 
‘The Confidence Trick. 

A cash-shop servant and a hawker 
were charged with being concerned to- 
gether in uttering s counterfeit $5 Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank note, at a 
shop No. 2099, Sinza Road, at 7 p.m. 
on the 17th instant. 

Detective-sergeant Burnside produced 
8 certificate from Mr. A. J. McClure, of 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, to 
effect that the note was undoubtedly 
a forgery. 

The evidence showed that a native 
| woman gave the hawker » Russo-Chinese 
Bank note for $5 to get changed for he 
Presently the hawker returned, handed 
her the forged Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank note, and said that they would not 
change the note at the cash shop as it 
was bad. 

Detective-sergeant Burnside said he 
had had cases before in which it was 
proved that the man in the cash shop 
had taken a good note, changed it for a 
bad one, and then told the customer that 
he could not change the note because it 
was bad. In this case it was difficult to 
decide whether the shopman or the 
hawker was the guilty party. 

After examining both defendants at 
some length, the Court dismissed the case 
against the hawker, and fined the cash- 
shop servant $60.

pieces, ‘thereby defrauding the publi 

On the Ist of August three brase-smiths 
and a coolie were arrested by Detectives 
Gilfillan and Bookless at a house off the 
Tongshan Road, and two days later wero 
charged at the Mixed Court with being 
in possession of machinery for manufac- 
turing counterfeit ten-cash pieces. These 
men were all caught. st work on the 
amachines, and three machines—for bevel- 
ling, cutting, and for stamping dies—were 
seized, in addition to about 7,000 counter- 
feit coins and revolver, and some am- 
munition. The men then stated that 
they were employed by a man named 
Wong, who was tobe found at a joss- 
house some distance away. One of the 
prisoners was sentenced to nine months 
and the others to six months’ imprison- 
ment. Since that date nothing had been 
heard of Wong, except that he had left the 
district. A fow days.ago, however, a black- 
smith was given in charge by a shopkeeper 
for stealing copper opinm bowl. These 
men were the two prisoners now charged, 
At the station the blacksmith said tha 
he called upon the shopkeoper to ask for 
‘Tis. 300, balance of Tis. 500 which the 
shopkeeper had agreed to pay for a coin- 
ing machine which the blacksmith had 
made to his order. The blacksmith also 
asked for money to assist the wivos and 
familios of the men who were now in 
gaol, sentenced on the charge of the Ist 
August, above-mentioned. In this way 
the whole history of the coining business 
came to light, with the result that the 
shopkeeper and the blacksmith were 
arrested on the above charge. 

Tho Court questioned both prisoners at 
considerable length, and then romanded 
tho case, in order that the four men now 
in gaol might attend Court to give evi- 
dence. The shopkeoper was to be allowod 
out on bail of $1,500, oxsh down.

A Comedy of Errors. 

A milk delivery coolio was charged with 
stealing ton bottles of milk, of the value 
of $1.50, the property of Mrs. Specht 
Gryp, 187, Bubbling Well Road, on var- 
ious dates in Octobor. 

The evidence showed that the milk 
delivery coolio of the dairy, patronised by 
the complainant, was in the habit of leav- 
ing the bottle of milk each morning on 
the window sill of the complainant's 
house. The defendant, who was om- 
| ployed by another dairy, discovered this, 
and made a practico of following the 
other coolie on hia rounds and appro- 
priating the bottle of milk to his own use. 
‘The complainant's boy complained to her 
| several times during the present month 
j that the milk had disappeared, and sho 
| told him to be on the watch for the thief. 

He watched, but was not successful in 
| discovering who had been approp: 
the milk. On the 24th instant com; 
was made to tho Carter Road Poli 
Station, and they decided to post a nati 
detective in the vicinity of the house 
next morning to watch for and arrest tho 
thief. Unknown to the detective, the 
house-boy was also on the watch. The 
| rosult was that in the early dawn the 
detective noticed the house-boy behaving 
in a suspicious manner, and on his part 
the house-boy thought that the detective's 
movements were suspicious. Each wag 
unknown to the other, and esch naturally 
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thought the other was the thief. They! 
grappled and had a short argument, and 
then followed mutnal explanations." Pre- 
sently the réal thief came along, appro- 
priated the bottle of milk, and ran away 
on seeing that he was detected; in his fight 
throwing the bottle of milk into an 
adjoining garden. 

Whon before the Uourt, the defendant 
admitted having stolen tive bottles of 
milk in this matter, and was sentenced to 
100 blows and three days’ 

‘Tho complainant asked if s more le- 
nient sentence could be passed, but the| 
Court was of opinion that the punishment 
fitted the crime, and would be useful as 
an example to other milk coolies of a 
similar frame of mind to the defendant. 


Thefts from.a Silk Mill. 

‘Two coolies were charged with being 
concerned, together with another man 
not yet in custody, in stealing four pack- 
ots of silk, valued at $200, the property 
of the Ewo Silk Mill, Yangtsopoo Road, 
on the 9th instant. 

A shroff and an unemployed native were 
charged with having on the 10th instant 
received two of the above-mentioned 
packets of silk valued at $100, well know- 
ing the same to be stolen property. 





Inspector Aiors said that at tho last] § 





hoaring the thieves denied theft, 
but since then one of them had admitted 
that they, with the nid of a man employ- 
the will, had stolen 
taken two packets to «shop in Shanso 
Road. There they met the two receivers. 
They visited the shop between 9 and 10 
p.m, on the 10th instant and were shown 
into the back room. The receivers asked 
their price, and they replied $30 per 
packet. After some argument they agrood 
to accept $27 for the two packets. Tho 
money was produced by the shroff and 
paid to the thieves by the unemployed 
native. On leaving, they were told to 
come later in the evening when next 
they had any silk to sell. The shroff 
denied that he was concerned in thé 
matter at all, and said that the other 
man was merely a casual visitor to the 
shop.

10 p.m. on.the 17th they visited the 
Club, and on getting inside found 18 or 
20 people sitting round tables, and gamb- 
Jing with dominoes and chips. Witnoss 

his companion made no arrest at the 

time, but asked to see the books. They 
examined the books, which proved clearly. 
that the establishment was a gambling 
concern and that heavy gambling was 
carried on to a very large extent. They 
then took the manager, Liu An-san, into 
custody, and he admitted having the 
informant’s jewellery and was anxious to 
compromise the matter. The informant 
also pointed out the man Sung, as being 

ne of those who won the money and 
ery from him. Sung admitted that 
he had once been locked up at the Mixed 
Court for fifteen months, some years ago. 
On looking up the records at the Station 
they found that he was an old offender and 
that two years ago the Taotai had issued 
a warrant for his arrest for being a pro- 
fessional gambler. When they were 
questioning Liu An-san at the Club, 
witness saw him throw away somethin, 
wrapped up in paper. Witness pick 
up the paper and found that it contained 
a pair of dice. Witness had been told by 
Chinese who had examined the dice that 
they were not “ square.” 

Cross-examined by Mr. Ellis, witness 
said he bi red the club was established 
inj October, 1901, and was opened with a 
permit from the Municipal Council. 
Witness had no personal knowledge of the 
club previous to the present case. He had 
made enquiries of other detective-officers 
who had visited the place. The club 
had been open to the inspection of the 
lice, and other detective officers had 
told witness that they had visited and 
inspected the place. They did not say 
they had seen gambling carried on there. 

The regulations of the club (produced) 
said that games of cards and dominoes 
ted, but gambling was forbid- 

different kinds of games 
for Chinese, Witness did not think that 
some were favoured by the police and 
others held in disfavour. He did not 
understand Chinese games himself. Wit- 
ness knew that the police were not strict 
about gambling by Chinese during the 
first three days of the Chinese year. He 
did not mean to say that gambling was 
allowed, but that the police did not take 
so wuch notice of it at that time. There 
was no standing order that it was to be 
allowed. When the informant came to 
the station, witness questioned him as to 
the delay of eight months in reportin, 
the matter, and the informant explain 
that he had delayed because he had 
always been anxious to settle the matter of 
his jewellery without publicity. He said 
that tho jewellery was a bangle or a brace- 
let. He lost the money and the jewellery on 
two different occasions. The bangle was 
‘not deposited as security for a loan, but 
was paid in lien of money he had lost. 
When they entered the club, witness 
did not see Lio An-san gambling. Wit- 
ness first noticed him in an office adjoin- 



































ing the gambling "room. He had the 
books there. He did not clearly state 
his position, but witness believed that he 
ssid through the interproter that he was 
the accountant. Witness did not know 
anything about Lin previously. He 
examined the books in the club. Wit- 
ness could not read Chinese and thore- 
fore did not see ontries in the books 
relating to money won or lost by Liu, 
but he was satisfied that Liu had gambled 
there. 

At this stage tho books were examined 
by the Court, and an entry of Tis. 1,700 
paid to Liu was found for the 30th day 
of the 4th moon of the present Chinese 
year, also an entry of Tis. 260 salary. 
There was a further ontry of Tis. 195 
interest paid to Lin on the 80th day of 
the Ist moon of last year. 

Cross-examination” continued — Wit- 
nese did not see Liu gambling. Witness 
did not know of his own knowledge that 
the dice found were not “square.” He 
had heard some Chineso say so. The 
Chinese threw dice with the hand, he 
believed. ‘The usual questions were put 
to Liu at the station. The cross-examina- 
tion was not unusually strict. The charge 
was prepared by the deputy euperintend- 
ent. . The informant was not a member 
of the club, and he said they sont for 
him to come to tho club. That would 
explain the term “public gambling.” 
Tho informant said he was induced to go 
to the club. He was sent for first bout 
some land matter, after which they in- 
vited him to gamble. Witnoss saw a 
letter from the club to tho informant, 




















asking him to call and redeom his jewol- 
lery. 

At this stage the hearing was adjourned. 
A Schoolboy’s Fall, 


‘Two schoolboys, named Lee Yuh-cheo 
and Yih Soh-yoh, were charged with 
being concerned together in ling 
various articles of clothing from ». 46, 
Burkill Road. 

Mr. L. H. Gubb said he kept a school 
in Burkill Road and had several boarders. 
Tho defendants attonded his school. Of 
Inte soveral of the boarders had boon 
missing articles of clothing. At first tho 
sorvants were suspected, but further in- 

















vestigation pointed to the first defendant 
as the culprit. His belongings wore 
searched und five pawn-tickets wore found 
among thom. The tickets were taken to 
the pawnbroker whose name they boro, 
and he gave a description of the person 
who pawned the clothes which exactly 
applied to the first defendant. When 
the pawnbroker saw Loe Yuh-cheo he 
identified him as the boy who had pawned 
the goods. In Lee's bedding wore found 
concealed several silver dollars which 
bore the pawnbroker’s chop. When ques- 
tioned, Lee stated that Yih Soh-yoh had 
been concerned with him. 

After hearing the evidence of somé 
native witnesses, and examining tho 
dofendants, the Court acquitted Yih Soh- 
yoh, and sentenced Lee Yuh-chee to 100 
blows on the hand and one year’s deten- 
tion in a reformatory.

Ay reference to the Lu-Han railway, 
a correspondent in Honan writes to us as 
follows :— 

A recent trip in Honan has given mo 
the opportunity to seo the working of the 
Belgian railroad from Hankow, which is 
said now to be completed to the bank of 
tho Yellow River at Yungtzehsion. ‘Tho 
Northern division from Peking has reach- 
ed Yuenwuhsien on the opposite bank. 
‘The bridgeacross the river connecting the 
two divisions will probably require a 
yoar to complete. Regular trains on the 
Southern Division are not ranning beyond 
Yencheng at present, and there, is an 
awkward stop overnight at a station 
about two hours south of thers, Tsuma- 
tion, but it is possible now to go through 
to Peking by rail, except for the crossing 
of the river. Tho construction of the 
road seems to be good, and the style 
of the carriages is the same as on the 
Imperial Railways in the North, except 
in the first class, which is much inferior. 
But the management of the road, in the 
care of rolling stock and the treatment of 
passongers, is a disgrace to the name of 
foreign supervision, a striking contrast to 
the rsults of the conscientious work done 
by British engineers in the North. Tho 
engines look as if they had not been clean- 
ed for months and connecting valves are 
sometimes toggled together with bits of 
old wire, while passenger cars are allowed 
to goout repeatedly with broken windows, 
broken platform-guards, ete. The Chin- 
ese employés of the railway, station mast- 
ers, train masters and guards, being 
iuaioly brought in from another province, 
treat the mutive passengers with very 
slight courtesy and are frequently quite 
insolent to foreigners travelling on the 
road. Hardly more could be expected 
from them, however, in the face of the 
example set by some of the Belgians con- 
nected with the road. It seems too bad 
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that this railroad through the heart of 
China should be s0 poor a recommendation 
of Western ideas. —Our correspondent may 
have been unfortunate in the men with 
whom he came in contact, and wo hope it 
will be found that there is another side to’ 
this shield also.

Mr. Allnutt 
lost no time in proceoding to the scene by 
tho coast, the sea being unusually rough, 
and a strong wind blowing. Not boing 
able to communicate with the crew on 

ard by boat owing to the several interly- 
ig sand banks, signals wore brought into 
use, Mr. Allnutt swam over to the wreck, 
and held a short investigation and then 
swam back, which was a very perilous un- 
dortaking at the time. The proceedings 
of the inquiry were immediately com 
municated to the agents at Galle, and 
the Master Attendmnt arrived between 
midnight and dawn. When the condition 
of the weather moderated, several canoes 
and a lighter were sent out and managed 
to fetch tho luggage of the crew in the 
lighter. The canoes stood by the ships to 
help if required, as the ship's lifebont had 
by this time been smashed to pieces by 
the violent waves. The freshwater tank 
was quite full with sea water and the crew 
wore in great want of fresh water, which 
was supplied to the ship by means of a 
rope, to which water bottles were tied. 
Letters between the ship and shore were 
also exchanged in this manner encased in 
bottles.

Tho 
Caucasian Volunteor Militis, M. Dant- 
chenko continues, are also to be com- 
manded by excellent officers of the re- 
gular cavalry, who, however, do not even 
speak the language of their new soldiers,

Mr. F. Eulis appeared for the defence. 


Further cross-examined by Mr. Ellis, 
Detective Inspector McDowell said he 
could not describe the nature of the club 
as he had only beon there once. He had 
made investigations as to tho kind and 
class of people who were members of the 
club. One of them—the defendant Sung 
—was a bad character, Witness had not 
examined a list of the members, but he 
believed the Deputy Superintendent had 
done 80, When witness entered the club, 
there were about 18 or 20 people gambling 
it might be more correct to say play. 

The records relating to 
Sung had been gone into, but not by wit- 
ness. The book produced ws a Chinese 
charge book for the year 1893, containing 
an entry of a charge against Sung.
